RELIGIOUS:
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Nev. Miner 8wallow, who dled at
Kingston Wednegday afternoon was
one of the prominent igures among the
Methodist Eplecopal clergymen of this
part of the state for a number of
yveare. For geveral years Mr. Bwallow
had been suffering from ill health, He
wns the vietim of a paralytio stroke
ahont geven yeara ago, and since that
titme his health has been gradually de-
clining and for the past year he has
been utterly helplesa, The coming of
summer greatly weakened his vitality
and at last death which was so long
expected came to rellove him of his
suffering  Beginning in 1864 he served
the following regular charges: 18064,
Choconut; 1866-8, Thompson: 1857-08,
Bulem: 1869, Damnascus; 1860, Lacka-
waxen; 1881-2, South Danby; 1863,
Ploinsville; 15645, Newport; 1804,
Newton: 1867, Tlogn; 1568, supernums
erary, Mountain Top; 1876-92, supernu-
mary; 18038, superannuated. The de-
consed was an evangelieal preacher of
grent power, an exhorter and a faith-
ful worker In the temperance reform,
wio did all within his power to ral=e
the =standard that tends to elevate the
purity of the community of which he
wis an honored resldent. He was re-
spected as o man of unblemished char-
ncter and fearless in his utterances, of
whut he deemed to be right. He was
tender hearted and sympathetie, In
réecent years he gave his entlre fortune
amounting to 210,000 to the Wyoming
geminary, His recollections of early
eventa In the valley were unusually in-
teresting and those who were furtunate
to listen to his reminiscences have bheen
dellghted by his conversation. One of
his strongest characteristica was con-
sclentiousness and  deep convictions,
He was a man who was deeply loved
and honored Ly all who knew him, and
although In recent yearsa his afMiction
had cut him off to a certaln extent
from cloge aseociation with hig friends,
nevertheless he will be missed. De-
conged’'s wife died Jan., 15, 1803, She
was Mary Eliza Dodson and was mar-
ried to Rev. Mr. Swallow in 1840, They
hind no children. The decensed |s sur=
vived by twog sisters, Mrz Mary E.
Knapp. of Newton Centre, Pa. and Mrs,
Flizabeth Keatley, of Kingston. Rev.
Dr. 8 C, Swallow, the Prohibition can-
didate for governor, of Harrlsburg, was
n nephew and visited his unele for the
